“The day of October 31, unfortu- 
mately, did not pass off without vio- 
lent encounters between the differ- 
ent factions of the population as well 
as witls the police and troops. 

“Recognizing the responsibility re- 
posed in me, I give warning that all 
attempts to disturb order will be 
suppressed with the most peremp- 
tory and categorical measures.

gia today celebrated enthusiastically the 
emperor's gift or freedom, which 


deepest joy, though in St. Petersburg, 


Moscow and other cities socialists and 


revolutionists organized anti-government | 


demonstrations and red flag parades 
which, with the pacific manifestation, led 
to a number of conflicts between the 
feds and whites as the anti-government 
and royalist factions are-respectively 
termed. a 

On the whole, the day passed more 
gnietly in Russia than had been ex- 
pected, though collisions between the peo- 
ple and troops are reported from Paltova, 
Kazan and Kishineff. 

Scenes New to Russians. 

In each of the two capitals, St. Pe- 
teraburge and Moscow, the day was one 
guch as the Russians never before have 
geen. The Slavic populace, which during 
the long war just ended, and the anx- 
fous period preceding the announcement 
of the new era of constitutionalism, 
geemed self-restrained and apathetic, 
gave itself up fully to the exuberance of 

the moment, and spent the entire day 
gn parades and assemblies, which, 
the first time in the history of Russta, 
were freely permitted. 

Under the orders of Count Witte and 
General Trepoff troops generally were 
withdrawn from the streets of the cities, 
and the fullest rein given the people to 
let out their enthusiasm in demonstra- 
tion. which, so long as they were not 
destructive, were not intefered with. 

The workmen all over the city left 
their work during the afternoon, and 
Arifted to the center of the city, mass- 
tng before the Kazan cathedral. Fully 
100, 000 persons gathered in the great 
square, completely filling the space be- 
tween the spreading colonades of the 
cathedral, whose wings, like St. Peter, at 
Rome, stretch out like arms on either 
eide. 

The spectacle was impressive. In the 
gatheri gloom the red banners, massed 
behind eakers on the cathedral steps, 
reemed like slashes of blood against the 
grey, cold, imposing edifice. The ora- 
tors were mostly stadenits and workmen. 
Their appeals kindled the wildest enthus- 
jasm in the crowds, which included hun- 
dreds of wo™Sen and girl students. The 
oratory continued for hours, and while 
jt was in progress a procession was 
formed with students at its head bearing 
red flags. 

Cry of “To the Bastile.” 

A cry was set up “to the bastile,”’ and 

the procession started in that direction.

RED FLAG BLED. 
HEARST CROWDS 


Excited Speakers Caused Up- 
roar in New York 


Shouting “Iet’s Tell McClellan 
What We Think of Him,” the 
Crowd Rushed to City” Hall 
and Overran the 
Steps. 


New York, October 3!.—An invasion of 

the city hall was made today by a great 
crowd of men and boys who were angered 
at the raising of a Tammany campaign 
hanner on which there was a red flag 
above the name ‘‘Hearst’” and an Amer- 
ican flag above the name “McClellan.” 
the crowd shouting: “Let's tell 
McClellan what we think of him!” 
overran the city hall steps for a quarter 
of an hour until dispersed by the po- 
lice. 
When the immense banner was raised 
near the monument to Benjamin Frank- 
lin. in Park Row beneath, the two flags 
bearing the iInscrtption, “Under Which 
Flag?” an excited crowd immediately 
gathereq and self-constituted leaders 
made speeches from the base of the mon- 
ument.

(Mrs. Roosevelt Was at the Navy 
Yard to Meet President—Marine 
Band Played “‘Star Spangled 
Banner” as Roosevelt 
Came Ashore. 


Washington, October 3! .—President 
Roosevelt came ashore from the Dolphin 
yat the Washington navy yard at 11:55 
o'clock this forenoon and five. minutes 
later he had left the yard for the white 
house in a carriage with rs. Roosevelt 
and the trip was at an end\which round- 
ed out his tour of the entiré country dur- 
ing his incumbency as president. 

The president went to the executive 
office after luncheon. Two hours before 
the Dolphin reached her moorings people 
began to gather at the navy yard wharf. 
For an hour an escort of marines, headed 
by the marine band, were in line facing 
the wharf. Mrs. Roosevelt arrived in her 
landau at 11:30 o’clock and had time for 
a drive around the yard, the points of 
inferest of which were pointed oyt by a 
naval officer. 

When the Dolphin showed around Arse- 
nal point and'left the Potomac for the 
eastern branch the firing squad manning 
the saluting battery got ready for ac- 
tion. Ten minutes before the landing was 
made a salute of 2! guns was fired from 
the yard battery and immediately an- 
swered by the Dolphin. It took but ten 
minutes to make fast under the orders of 


During this time the president, Secre- 
tary Loeb and Surgeon General Rixey 
stood on the upper deck at the stern. 
The president was much interested in the 
morning papers which had just been 
put aboard from the police boat Vigilant, 
which acted as escort to the Doiphin on 
her way to the wharf. When he‘ looked 
up he caught sight of Mrs. Roosevelt 
and exchanged salutes. The crowd took 
up the greeting and the president smil- 
ingly acknowledged many signals of wel- 
come, 

Jackies Mounted Rail. 

As soon as the gang plank was in place 
Captajn E. H. C. Leutze, commandant 
of the yard, ‘went aboard and paid his 
official call on the president. This over, 
the “‘jackies’’ mounted the gun rail, the 
entire length of the ship’ on the ghore 
side, and the president came ashore while 
the bos’ns pipe sounded. During this 
mark of honor his flag came down from 
the masthead. As he stepped ashore the 
bugles sounded and the 
played “‘The Star. Spangled Banner.” 

The president stood uncovered and the 
offtcers and marines stood at “Atten- 
tion.”’ 

It was intended that the marines should 
escort the president out of the yord, but 
at the conclusion of the tribute to the 
flag Mrs. Roosevelt drove up from be- 
hind the guard, the president entered 
the carriage, warmly grasped the hand 
of his wife and his carriage proceeded 
out of the yard.

So often has the | 
present czar, terror-stricken by threat-, 
ening situations, promulgated sweep- 
ing reforms, only to recall. them when 
the turbulent elements again sank be- 
low the surface, that a tinge of pes- 
simism must more or less cloud the 
fair prospect now opened up by, the. 
imperial manifesto of yesterday. It 
must be admitted, however, that the | 
events converging about this special | 
crisis clothe the surrender of Nich- 


'olas with more finality and sincerity)

The czar and the parasitic reac-| 
tionary clique, which habitually sti-| 
fles his better instincts in its own!
